Barton, commissioner of forestrj- and 
geology and Prof. Carman of the 
University of Kentucky. People are 
advised not to buy chestnut stock out 
of this State. The chestnut blight 
started in Xew York in 1904 and ha.~ 
gradually but effectively worked its 
way. down thru the.States^ to Virginia 
siaee that tmie. Kentucky has about 
2,000,000(000, feet of chestnut timber 
which is very valuable hardwood and 
every precaution must be taken to 
keep the chestnut blight out of this 
state.
